1 . The finality of the rejection of the last Office action is withdrawn in view of the 
following objections to the claims. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: 

Claim 15, line 2, the phrase "a periphery" is unclear whether it is being referred to 
the periphery beside the memory area in claim 1 . 

Claim 18, line 1 , the phrase "a damascene via" is unclear whether it is being 
referred to the damascene via in claim 1. 

Claim 20, line 2, the phrase "said upper electrode" has no antecedent basis. 

Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.
